Status of Application/Amendment/Claims 

Applicant's response, including the amendments to the claims, filed 2/8/2008 to the 
Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, mailed 1/8/08, is acknowledged. 

With entry of the amendment filed on 2/8/2008, claims 1-34 are pending. 

Applicant's response filed 15 October 2007 to the Non-Final Rejection mailed 5/15/2007 
has been considered. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from the previous office action 
mailed 5/15/2007 are hereby withdrawn. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

It is noted for the record that for purposes of the examination of the instant claims the 
Examiner has relied on the special meaning of the limitation "a chimeric RNA transcript" 
provided by the specification at page 16, lines 28-30. The claims have been construed by the 
Office according to this special meaning. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, second paragraph — withdrawn 

The rejection of Claims 16-29 and 31-33 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite is withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments, which are found persuasive. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, first paragraph — withdrawn 
The rejection of Claims 16-29 and 31-33 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
arguments, which are found persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 and 11 2, first paragraph — withdrawn 
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The rejection of Claims 16-34 under 35 U.S.C. 101, and therefore 35 USC 1 12, because 
the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible, specific and substantial utility or a 
well established utility is withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments, which are found 
persuasive. 

***** 

The further rejection of Claims 18-34 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of 
enablement is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments to the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 03— withdrawn 

The rejection of Claims 16-20 and 27-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sijen et al. (2001) Cell 107:465-476; Pal-Bhadra et al. (1998) Cell 99: 35-46; Voinnet et al. 
(1998) Cell 95:177-187; Fire et al. (1990) Gene 93:189-198; Kennerdell et al. (1998) Cell 
95:1017-1026; and Elbashir et al. (2001) Nature 41 1:494-498 is withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendments to the claims. 

Allowable subject matter 

Claims 16-34 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 1-15, directed to the process of making or using an allowable 
product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
5/2/2005 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or
